Hi. Keith here in the Depths of the Great Bergen Swamp 


I would not lose much sleep over the potential problem of 6 Meter 
stations interfering with the R/C planes. 


The current R/C channels fall between 50.6 and 51 MHz, the SSB/CW gang 
seldom venture about 50.25 MHz, and FM gang seldom venture below 51.5 
MHz, the AM'ers are on 50.4 Mhz and PSK-31 on 50.290 MHz. This seems to 
be the defacto "bandplan" 


We have a moderate-sized contest station, George, N2UIO, on 6 Meters only 
about 1 mile from the county park that has the flying field. I have 
asked the hams that fly there, and they have not had a problem, even on 
contest weekends. George runs 100 watts and a 12 foot long yagi. It 
gives him about 600 wafts ERP, and the field is almost exactly in line 
with his shot to the higher activity in the East. He has not had any 
reports of interference. 


I'm not saying that it WON'T or CAN'T happen, but it looks unlikely that 
it will.

If you're having microphonics problems, I would first suspect ceramic 
capacitors, since they can exhibit piezoelectric effects. The main suspects 
would be those ceramic caps that have a high dielectric constant, ie, pretty 
high capacitance for their physical size. 


I had a reverse microphonics problem years ago in a homebrew keyer with 
sidetone, based on the old Curtis keyer chip. It was more of a 
speaker-phonics problem :-) If I put my ear near it with the cover off while 
sending, with the speaker turned off, I could hear a faint clicking noise, 
rather like a tiny reed relay following the keying. The problem was that 
there was no reed relay, just solid state keying. I traced the problem to 
one of those high dielectric constant caps. I replaced it with one having a 
lower constant, which was larger physically for the same capacitance, and it 
cleared the problem.

Make sure everything is 
bolted down securely. I normally place a nylon screw through the center 
of the VFO core with a couple of nylon spacers on either side to raise 
it a bit off the PC board ground plane and bolt it down.

Another weekend, another contest.... 


In quite a few issues of QST, and on the net are complaints of operations during a 
contest which interfere with routine and/or net ham communications. Since in the 
US we have the novice bands still allocated on all the major ham bands except for 
20 meters, has the ARRL contest committee ever considered restricting the contests 
(US based contests like Sweepstakes for example) to those segments? Obviously 
there are still a few folks using that area, but that has to be less of a burden 
on the ham bands as a whole than to take the whole CW section of 40 meters almost 
every weekend? This way, if you're interested in the contest, then you stick 
within the 'novice' section of the bands and duke it out. Everyone has a fair 
chance, since all license classes except for no-code tech's have access to that 
bandwith. If you're not ‘in the contest', then normal ham communications won't be 
affected and every one can get along for a change. On 20 meters, we could have a 
25 or 50 Khz window ! 

from 14.100 to 14.150 which you can use for a CW contest, and that won't affect 
much except for some automatic beacons or forwarding systems, and we could 
restrict the contest to say 14.110 to 14.150 Mhz if that really causes a headache 
to these systems. Check your allocation tables, but as General class licensees and 
above you have access to that segment of 20 meters for CW and digital modes.

Joe, 

Your idea has some merit, but I believe that most of the complaining 
is due to phone 'tests. I follow the threads on QRZ.COM about the 
contests and they usually surface after a major phone ‘test, not CW. 
Also, remember that EU, AF, and AS stations can't go over 7100 kHz, so 
that would eliminate the 40m band for them to operate on. Of course 
that is not a factor in a "domestic" 'test like ARRL SS or NAQP. But 
then we get back to that it would work for CW but not for phone - which 
gets the most "complaints". 


If you look at the "big" contests - CQWW, WPX, SS and ARRL DX that 
is a total of 8 weekends of biggies. That leaves 44 weekends reasonably 
free of major contests. And if you are not a contester, you can always 
go to the "other" mode - none of the big 4 are multi-mode events. 

Also, don't forget the pending "re-allocation" of the CW novice 
bands. They will probably go away in the very near future - as I 
understand it, the segments that will be given to the Novice/Tech + ops 
will be around the current General allocation. 

No flames from me here :‘%)

WASHINGTON -- A man the federal government once labeled "the most wanted 
computer criminal in U.S. history" has won a long fight to renew his ham 
radio license and next month can resume surfing the Internet. 


Kevin Mitnick, 39, of Thousand Oaks, California, served five years in 
federal prison for stealing software and altering data at Motorola, Novell, 
Nokia, Sun Microsystems and the University of Southern California. 
Prosecutors accused him of causing tens of millions of dollars in damage to 
corporate computer networks. 


Mitnick was freed in January 2000. The terms of his probation, which expire 
Jan. 20, require he get government permission before using computers, 


software, modems or any devices that connect to the Internet. His travel and 
employment also are limited. 


Mitnick has been allowed to use a cell phone for a couple of years and 
received permission this year to type a manuscript on a computer not 
connected to the Internet. 


"Not being allowed to use the Internet is kind of like not being allowed to 
use a telephone," Mitnick said Thursday in a phone interview. 


Mitnick said he is starting a firm to help companies protect themselves from 
computer attacks. He said the end of his probation will allow him to do 
hands-on work. 


Christopher Painter, deputy chief of the Justice Department's computer crime 
section and the former assistant U.S. attorney who prosecuted Mitnick, said 

that once the former hacker's probation is over, he won't be subject to any 

special surveillance. 


"Not any more than anyone else would," Painter said. He added that "if 
there's any indication that anyone is engaged in illegal conduct, we're 
going to look into that." 


Mitnick led the FBI on a three-year manhunt that ended in 1995 when agents 
collared him in an apartment in Raleigh, North Carolina, with the help of a 
top security expert. During the chase, Mitnick continued breaking into 
computer networks and became a cult hero among hackers. 


Mitnick applied to renew his ham radio license in 1999, while still in 
prison. The Federal Communications Commission ordered a hearing, citing that 
Mitnick at one time was "the most wanted computer criminal in U.S. history." 


FCC Administrative Law Judge Richard Sippel granted the license in a ruling 
made public Monday. 


"He started hacking as an inquisitive teenager and wound up a disgraced 
felon," Sippel wrote. "There is reliable evidence that Mr. Mitnick has 
focused on becoming an honest, productive citizen." 


Mitnick said he was pleased with the decision. 


"We put on a good case to show the FCC that I'm sorry for my past actions," 
he said. 


Mitnick, who began using ham radios when he was 13, said it cost him more 
than $16,000 in legal expenses to convince the FCC to renew his license. 
Typical renewals are free. "It's the most expensive amateur radio license in 
the world," Mitnick said. 


Since his release from prison, Mitnick has appeared on television, as an 
expert witness in the courtroom and before Congress, offering advice about 
computer security. He also wrote a book, "The Art of Deception," which was 
published in October and describes scenarios where tricksters dupe computer 
network administrators into revealing security details.

I assume your quest for WAS QRP is not limited to a single 
band, and, if you'll use SSB you can try: 


40 meters: The Triple H Net - a night owls net. Starts 
every night at 0700 UTC on 7.235. VERY QRP friendly. You 
can get WAS SSB QRP 40 meters on this net in 3 to 4 months. 
Also, there is the 3.905 Century Club Net " 40 meters 
version." Their "Early Net" starts at 0001 Zulu and operates 
on 7.233.5. Their "Late Net" starts at 0400 and usually 
operates on 7.038.50. Is almost as QRP friendly as the HHH 
Net and is a good place to bag states on 40 meters QRP SSB. 
However, the lists are usually long and you'll seldom 
transmit many times in one evening, but you may be called by 
others several times in one evening. The Late Net usually 
allows more calls in one session. It's probable that "New 
Mexico" will receive MANY calls. 


80 meters: The Geratol Net. Requires "Extra" class 
license. (Operates in the evenings from October thru March 
on 3.768). VERY QRP friendly. You can often bag 25 states 
during your first evening's "check-in." You can get WAS SSB 
QRP on this net in 3 to 4 months). Also there's the 3.905 
Century Club Net. Operate every evening of the year on 
3.904 starting at 0200 Zulu. They also continue right into 
their "Late Net." You can bag WAS QRP 80 meters on this net 
in about 90 days. 


The Geratol Net, the Triple H Net and the 3.905 Century Club 
Net have good Web pages. 


Also, "Field Day" is a GREAT way to pick up needed states 
QRP on SSB and Cw. 


I don't recall the names of these contests, but each year 
there are multi-band contests on SSB and CW where each 
operator must announce his state location during each QSO.

I've learned about a couple of incidents in the past few days where L1 was 
fried due to the use of 2N3053s for Q6. R18 was shorted in both cases. 


During key down conditions it is quite possible to exceed the current 
ratings of L1. This especially true if there is an output load mismatch to 
which R-Ms seem to be especially sensitive. The current in Q6 increases 
considerably until the transmatch is adjusted. 


The product info in the Mouser catalog for the 10 uH molded choke sez the 
DC resistance is 1.7 Ohms and max current is 230 mA. For 20 meter R-Ms and 
the 4.7 uH part, R is 0.65 Ohms and I is 380 mA. (plus or minus 
considering tolerances) 


Some key down measurements made with a 2N3053 and various emitter 
resistors. L1 is a 10 uH choke. 


Vcc is 13.3 V DC for this series. Re (R18) in Ohms. 
Re = 10, Vc = 12.46, Ve = 1.23, Ic = ~0.123 A 


.1, Ve = 12.43, Ve .9, Ic = ~0.176 A 
, Ve = 12.43, Ve = .57, Ic = ~0.235 A (on the verge of burning out L1) 


Vc was measured through a 22 uH choke to isolate the RF from the DVM. 
Power dissipated in Q6 and R18 also calculated -- ratings were not exceeded. 


You can tell about how much current Q6 is drawing by measuring the key-down 
emitter voltage across R18. Use Ohms Law (I = E/R) to calculate the 
current in R18 -- it will be about the same through Q6. 


The condition is not as severe in 20 m R-Ms but with R18 shorted, it is 
still possible to draw enough current to burn out L1.

The equations I have for efficiency, radiation resistance, and loss 
resistance are for circular loops, and they are verified by way of 
experimental data. They came from OSU's ElectroScience Lab (ie - John 
Kraus). I ran a quad (square) loop on EZNEC and compared it to a circular 
loop. The quad has it's first resonance at the one wavelength frequency 
just as with a circular loop, but the antiresonances are quite a bit off. 
It may be that the square geometry of the quad affects the loss resistance 
differently than it does for a circular loop, and it could be argued that 
Since the quad has quarter wavelength wires in parallel spaced a quarter 
wavelength apart there is more opportunity for induced fields. 


I do have radiation resistance and reactance equations for square and 
other loop geometries, but they are all for loops that are less than one 
half wavelength in circumference. 


One thing that was worth mentioning in the EZNEC simulations is that the 
radiation pattern of the quad loop becomes almost unidirectional at the 
resonance (half wavelength) frequency, whereas for a circular loop the nulls 
remain deep throughout the range of frequencies up to the one wavelength 
resonance, at which point the pattern rotates rapidly clockwise. The quad 
loop actually looked like a circular loop that is fed unbalanced.

I noticed that the quad is fed unbalanced, at least in that description. If 
that's the case, then the antenna takes on very different characteristics. 
There is a substantial difference in the performance of a loop between 
balanced and unbalanced feed. For a start, an unbalanced loop will look 
very much like a balanced loop of twice the size. And the radiation 
patterns lose their nulls rapidly as they approach antiresonance.

It sounds like Mike Czuhajewski spoke goodness about the microphonic 
capacitors. The initial design of the '40-40', later mutated into the SW+ 
series, used a ceramic .1 cap to couple the output from the product detector 
into the first AF amp stage. It was initially a type III (high-density) 
material and it was microphonic indeed! I changed that coupling capacitor 
to a lower-density monolithic and the microphonics diminished substantially. 
[They're not entirely gone but they're below the noise floor in the SW+ 
series. Don't tell anyone <g> ] 


You might try tapping on each coupling and bypass capacitor with a pencil 
eraser- the one I mentioned above is likely the most sensitive one.

George - I suspect that you are really concerned about the voltage that the 
capacitor sees and not the current through it. I vaguely remember seeing 
that 10 watts to a typical loop (1 meter diameter on 20 M) can generate 
1000=A0V across the tuning capacitor. Here the Handbook fails me, having no 
listing for polycarbonate in the plastic table. But most plastics are 
several hundred volts per mil, so I suspect that the CDs are good for at 
least several 1000s of volts. Should be fine for QRP. 


What concerns me is the resistance of the thin film. If that is a few ohms, 


then there are much better alternatives for loop loading capacitors. - Dr.

The ARRL neither has the responsibility nor authority to 
restrict anyone to any portion of the amateur spectrum. They 
may choose to recommend that operators in ARRL sponsered 
contests confine themselves to particular band portions. 
Unfortunately for your premise, ARRL only sponsers a small 
number of the active contests, and some do not include bands 
that have Novice portions. 


I often see complaints that "normal" amateur operations are 
disrupted. What defines "normal" operations? Some form of 
contest has been around nearly as long as the hobby. How 
does a majority of the users of a band at a particular time 
not be "normal" use when that majority is engaged ina 
contest? Is a QRP contest "normal" to the exclusion of 
other contests? Is the NCS of a one-hour-per-day net 
expectiong users of that net frequency the other 23 hours to 
vacate "normal" operations? 


I contest, I play digital modes, I even monitor SSTV at 
times. My interests are as varied as amateur radio allows. 
The last time I checked, in fact for the 35 years I've been 
active, I understand I have the right to use amateur 
frequencies, with good spectral purity and legal emission, 
as I choose. If you are on a frequency, and I know you are 
there, I will move on. If you are sitting back because the 
band is crowded with contesters, you've not laid claim to 
any frequency. 


Keeping within QRP context, jump in the contest and work 
‘em. They will appreciate new blood in the contest and you 
will rack up contacts toward whatever goal you choose, as 
well as CW skills. I worked DXCC in two weekends while QRP 
(CQWW). I've worked WAS many times over in contests. While 
contesting I contribute some 3,000-4,000 QSO's per year to 
anyone who wants to accept a quick-exchange, at whatever 
code speed you choose. 


Don't waste time complaining about something that won't go 
away, try it and use the available contesters toward your 
end.

Hi all, 


With a few days off for the holiday season I couldn't help myself. I had to 
try out a new antenna. For years, I've read about sterba curtain antennas 
and even worked a few on the air and I was always impressed with their 
signals. I found James Cain's 1991 QST article in the ARRL Antenna Wire 
Classics publication and decided to give it a try... Of course, I had to 
make a few ‘'original' modifications to it. But Jim's directions were very 
plain and simple one. Step 1: Build the antenna. Step 2: Put it up. 


Jim's article showed an 8-element sterba curtain for 10 meters and I built 
it pretty much according to his specs. I didn't have enough 450 ohm ladder 
line for the phasing lines so made a trip to Radio Shack to see if I could 
find some 300 ohm twin lead. They didn't have any either. So I just used 
#22 hookup wire for the phasing lines. 


What is a sterba curtain? Well, I think the best way to describe is a 
series of half-wave stacked dipoles that using phasing lines between the 
upper array and the lower array to keep the currents in phase. The one I 
built had four half-wave dipoles in series on the top and another four 
dipoles in series on the bottom. It looks like this...[sorry about the 
ascii diagram, it's not to scale. ]

Note that the phasing lines have a half twist in them to keep all the 
currents in phase ...the xy changes to yx in the diagram. 


Putting this antenna up through tree branches is quite a trick so I spent 
about two hours getting it up. Unfortunately, I don't have very tall trees 
on my residential lot here in Austin, Texas so I could only get one end up 
about 30 feet and the other end up about 20 feet. Well, with the phasing 
lines measuring 16' 6" and with a little sag, the feedpoint was only four 
feet off the ground and the far end was only two feet off the ground. BUT, 
after spending two hours getting it up in the air, I wasn't about to take it 
down without trying it out. 


I had enought 450 ohm feedline to run from the antenna into my shack so I 
hooked it up to my antenna tuner and K2 and started tuning around the 10 
meter band. I heard KB6LWN, Bruce near Oakland, CA calling CQ on SSB so I 
gave him a call and he came right back on my first call. We talked for 
about 15-20 minutes and he gave me a 53 report...not great, but he had no 
trouble copying me. 


I was curious whether I could load this antenna on multiple bands, so I went 
down to 12 meters and hear WA2BSW, Ron near Atlanta calling CQ on SSB and so 
I quickly adjusted the tuner for 12 meters. Ron came back on my first call. 
Hey, two for two wasn't too bad. I couldn't resist the temptation to try it 
on 17 meters and found W4CSV, Bill in Ft. Lauderdale, FL calling and he too 
came back on the first call and gave me a 59 report. I was slowly becoming a 
believer. 


The next day the RAC [Radio Amateurs of Canada] were holding their contest 
so I figured this would give me a good test of the antenna. I made 10 
contacts on 10 meters in a pretty short period of time. My antenna was 
oriented in the NE to SW direction so I could work the VE4,VE5,VE6 and VE7's 


very well from Texas, but I couldn't get the VE1's and VE2's because they 
were right off the end of the antenna. I also got very good reports from 
several California stations. Not only was my antenna pointed in the NE/SW 
direction, but I'm also below the crest of a major hill in the NE direction 
as well. 


What did I learn? Making the Sterba Curtain takes a lot time and putting it 
up was a demanding task. This antenna would be great if you have two trees 
or towers at each end of your lot with a lot of open space in between. Who 
wouldn't like that configuration? I also learned that even at very low 
heights this one works great. I worked nearly everyone I called and most 
came back on the first call. With the bottom array only 2-4 feet off the 
ground, I was suprised it worked at all :-) 


The other thing I noticed is that this is a very 'quiet' receiving antenna. 
I also had my 88 ft doublet fed with 300 ohm twinlead up about 30 feet and 
it was substantially nosier than the sterba curtain in my residential 
setting. This antenna also has some deep nulls in the plane of the antenna. 
Couldn't work anything off the ends. 


According to Jim Cain's article this Sterba Curtain has about an 8 dbi gain 
over a dipole in free space. I'm still learning the ELNEC modeling program 
and haven't figured out how to put in the phasing lines yet, but when I do, 
I'll try and share the results. 


I've been eyeing a 60 foot Cottonwood tree in my neighbor's yard across the 
street. It's right in line with the plane of the antenna, but I suspect that 
the City of Austin would frown on a Sterba Curtain crossing a residential 
street, even if the bottom of it was more than 20 feet in the air. Well, we 
all have our antenna dreams, don't we? 


I only have a few more days before I head back to Arizona so I'll have to 
take it down, but I hope to do a bit more testing with it.

IF anyone really wants to tackle contest reform -- consider asking ARRL for 
a rule change to require reduced power, especially in SS. The Sweepstakes 
is essentially a US-Canada only contest, and does not require a kilowatt to 
work all 80 sections --- many entrants do it with 100 Watts and a handful do 
it with QRP power every year. 


The FCC requirement on power is for the minimum amount required to maintain 
communications.... therefore when someone runs a KW, and works the guy 
across town with S9 +80 dB signals -- AND DOES NOT REDUCE HIS POWER -- he is 
violating the FCC's rules and regs. 


In most contests which require paper logs, entrants sign a form that says 

they have obeyed the laws of the licensing authority, etc. Of course, the 
ARRL always does not consider the "minimum" power question when tabulating 
contest results.

For the transformers I used red white and blue ‘wire wrap' wire(they may 
still have it at radio shack), used a drill to twist them together not 
‘loosely' but rather/moderately snuggly. I used to have a little 
(~1.5"x1.5") wire wrap wire cutter, and on one edge it had a piece of 
metal about as thick as a super blue razor blade and had a notch in it 
that made stripping the insulation off the end of the wire wrap wire a 
snap. Wish I could find it. The different colored wires was a big help 
in getting the transformers done right. Futzing with a razorblade to get 


the insulation off the ends of the wires was a relative pain but no 


worse than getting all the enamel off regular wire.
